Atlanta, it is recalled, was the 
first city to vote for New Or- 
leans for 1919 and sent a delega- 
tion of nearly 100 business men 
to the New Orleans convention.

Has Never Unlawfully 
Taken a Cent From the 
Funds of Fairburn Bank- 
ing Company, Says For- 
mer Vice President. 


ARGUMENT TO BEGIN

Green Admits in State- 
ment That He Had Prob- 
ably Become Infatuated

Fairburn, Ga., April 1.—(Special.) 
Stating that he had never unlawful- 
ly taken a cent from the funds of 
the Fairburn Banking company; as- 
serting that he was bound/ afid’ 
gagged and the bank robbed (on the 
night of October 9, and admitting 
that he had probably become infat- 
uated with Mrs. Catherine’ Brad- 
street, William B. Green, on trial 
in the Champbell superior court on 
‘a charge of embezzlement, Thursday 
made a statement to the jury in his 
own defense. 

The ptogecution and the defense 
have both closed their cases, and 
the argument will begin Friday 
morning at 9 o'clock. It is under- 
stood that Attorney H. A, Allen will 
make the opening argument for the 
defense, Solicitor George M. Napier 
will follow for the state, Attorney | 
Reuben R. Arnold will close the 
state’s argument and Attorney 
George Westmoreland, of the de- 
fense, will take the concluding ar- 
gument. : 

Green on Stand. 

Green began his statement to the 
jury with the statement that he had 
-been connected with the Fairburn 
Banking company for nine years up 
until the time of the fire in last 
October, and that during that time 
he had never taken a cent from the 
bank without leaving some paper or 
some record in the bank to account 
for it. 

He stuck closely to the original 
account he gave of the robbery and 
burning which fook place on the 
night of October 9, saying that two 
unknown men came into the bank, 
one of them inquiring something 
about the roads out of Fairburn. 
“While I was endeavoring to an- 
swer him,”~ said Mr. Green, “his 
companion drew a pistol and ordered 
me to throw up my hands. Then 
they tied me, hand and foot, and 
gagged me. 

“Having done this, they went into 
the vault of the bank, where they 
remained for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. Then,-either one or both of 
them went out of the back door—I 
was lying flat on my back and 
could not see—and as soon as I 
thought I could do so safely I tried 
to get untied.” . 

Mr. Green said that he loosened 
his hands by working the ropes that 
held them against the carriage of

an adding machine to which he had 
crawied, and that as soon as he 
had done this he saw smoke aris- 
ing in the bank. He said that the 
then went over and pushed the vault 
door to, but that he did not fasten 
it, and that it was then that he 
loosened his feet. 
Ran to Telephone. 

“Almost suffocated,” he contin- 
ued, “Il ran out to the telephone 
booth and called to several people 
that the bank was afire. I then 
went back to the fire, where two 
or three others and I con- 
nected the hose, and at my sug- 
gestion, began to direct the stream 
of water through the front win- 
dow.”’. 

Mr. Green then described his other 
activities after the fire that night: 


that some of the men had advised 
him to go to his home, and that'he 


returned to the bank the next morn- 
ing, When he examined the ruins to 
see the extent of the damage. He 
said that the contents of he bank 
safe had been taken to the safe in 
W. T. Roberts’ store, and that he 
had never, since the fire, had an op- 
portunity to examine the assets or 
documents of the bank. He said 
that on Saturday he went to the 
vault of the bank agd looked atthe 
spot where he had left the large 
amount of Liberty bonds, but that 
neither trace of the bonds or the 
envelopes in which they were con- 
tained were in the vault. 

“On Saturday night,” said the de- 
fendant. “I went to Palmetto, in 
company with Sheriff Jenkins, of 
this county to investigate a report 
that two suspicious lookig men had 
been seen in Palmetto. I had been 
told that two men had asked there 
about a car to Fairburn on the night 
of the robbery. While there, I met 
the detectives, and they asked me if 
l’'d ever given Mrs. Bradstreet large 
sums of money. I said that I had 
not, and we then went to Atlanta, 
where lI was lodged in the Fulton 
county tower until Sunday after- 
noon, when I made bond, 

Offered Assistance. 


“After Mr. Martin was put in 
charge of the affairs of the bank, 
I otfered him my assistance in 
going over the books. I knew ofa 
lot of cash items and checks which 
had been in the drawer of my desk 
on the night of the fire; also some 
notes, the exact amount of which I 
do not remember. 

Mr. Green then asked for a cer- 
tain paper among the bank’s docu- 
mentary evidence, an application for 
insurance on Liberty bonds. 

“This application. for. insurance: 
on bonds,” he said; “was the first 
thing ‘Mr. Martin asked me about. 
There were about $33,500 or $34,000 
worth of them, there is no way of 
knowing the exact amount. I had 
the bonds as part of a collateral of 
$43,000 with the Central Bank and 
Trust Corporation of Atlanta on 
notes. I paid the notes, got the 
bonds, and carried them to the of- 
fice of the state treasurer. 

No Receipt for Bonds. 

“I-had no receipt for the bonds 
in September when Mr. Cagle, of 
the state banking department, was 
here, and also I had no receipt for 
payment on the bonds at the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank. I took them by 
the treasurer's office so that they 
could complete the report of the 
bank they had begun. This was on 
October 6. ; 

“TIT do not remember whether or 
not I put the bonds in the safe or 
not, that night when I returned to 
Fairburn. Certainly, if I did, they 
were removed the next day, because 
l definitely remember seeing them 
in the vault, on the shelf. 

Mr. Green also said that he met 
Mrs. Bradstreet in September or 
October of 1918, while at Camp Gor- 
don. He said that he met her and 
in his frequent trips to the camp to 
arrange for bands or speakers for 
the Liberty bond campaign of which 
he was county chairman, she would 
often accompany him to the camp 
to visit her husband. 

“FT learned to care something for 
her,” he said, “perhaps I became in- 
fatuated with her, for she certainly 
is a fascinating lady. She and her 
husband both appeared to have 
plenty of money. I made several 
small loans to her in the neigh- 
borhood of December, 1918, and lat- 
er I made larger loans to her, none 
of which were for over 30 days, and 
she always repaid me. I had been 
told that she was the daughter of 
wealthy people. 

Mr. eten’ aalé that he also saw 
her for about two hours in Decem- 
ber, 1918, while in New Orleans 
for a Shriners’ convention. He 
said that at this time Mrs. Brad- 
street was in company with some 
other ladies. 

Mr. Green replied to various 
charges the testimony brought out 
by the state against him. 

Accuracy of Audit. 

He said that he did not see how 
an accurate audit of the bank's 
books could have possible been 
made without the cash book and 
the daily state of bank book, which 
were both destroyed in the fire. 
“T have been keeping books for 20 

ears,” he said, “and I don’t see 
ow any one can make an accurate 
check on a bank’s resources, lIi- 
abilities, assets and status without 
those two books.” 

Green was calm throughout the 
whole statement, delivering his 
statement in a.slow, regular fash- 
ion. He ended his statement with 
the following asseveration: 

“Gentlemen of the jury: 
no virtues. I am only a man, 
years old, and like every man I 
have my faults. I claim no supe- 
riority. But with my hand on my 
heart and looking into the eyes of 
my Master above, I can_ truthfully 
say, ‘so help me God, I have never 
betrayed a trust; I have never de- 
serted a friend, nor have I ever un- 
lawfully used one cent of any man’s 
money.” 

After a short cross-examination 
of Cashier Edmondson by Attorney 
Wsetmoreland, of the defense, at 
the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, J. H. McClure, of Fairburn, tes- 
tified that he had left some money 
in the Fairburn bank early in 1919 
and that he did not receive it again 
until after the fire. . 

Saw Two Together. 

Brack Blalock, of Fayetteville, 
testified that he saw,Green with 
Mrs. Bradstreet about January, 1919. 
The witness testified that he saw 
them together on only one .occa- 
sion, in the St. Charles hotel. The 
_ witness also said that he had seen 
Green talking to Mrs. Bradstreet 
in Atlanta on one occasion. 

H. M. Duncan and G. W. White, 
of Fairburn, testified that they had

Fourth National Bank of Atlanta. 
The witness said that the difference 
was pai dto Green in New York ex- 
change, which never appeared for 
cuiection. a > 

J. H. Ellington, of Fairburn, said 
that he received a ‘spoait certifi- 
cate for $2,250 in February, 1919, 
and that he has not yet collected 
the principal. 

The state rested its case at 2:45 
o’clock, and a short recess Was 
&ranted for a conference of cle ate 
torneys fer the defen4s. 

Green, the defendant, was then 
caHNed to the stand to make hia 
statement of defense. 

W. T. Roberts, after Green's state- 
ment, said that Green told him, the 
morning after the fire, that some 
Liberty oords and syme sinall cash 
were missing from the hank. 

Pinkerton’ On Stand. 


Burke, of the Pinkerton Agency, 
said that on October 23, 1919, he 
went to Matuchen, N. J., the home 
of Clarence Bradstreet, and his 
mother. He said that the family 
lived in a small six-room house, 
valued at about $2,900, and was still 
incumbent. 

“Clarence Bradstreet had been an 
insurance solicitor and had been in 
a hospital for a while,” said the 
witness. 

“His father died a poor man, a 
mill hand,” said the detective. 

“The chief of police, and others, 
told me that the family was of very 
moderate means, and my investi- 
gations proved that he had nothing 
of his own,” sald the witness. 

Mr. Martin, the auditor, returned 
to the stand and testified that Mrs. 
Bradstreet’s name appeared only 
omce on the books of the bank as a 
depositor. : 

The witness sajd that Green said 
that he had given Mrs. Bradstreet 
the check on the Hanover’ Bank of 


The witness also identified a 
check for $1,100 on the Central Bank 
and -Trust company, signed by the 
Fairburn Barking company and 
countersigned by Green, The’ wit- 
ness also said that the check was 
indorsed by Catherine F. BKrad- 
street, and cashed at the Third 
National Bank, of Atlanta. 

The attorney for the prosecution 
then entered in evidence various in- 
Surance policies for accident, liabil- 
ity, burglary and fire on various 
properties of Mrs. Bradstreet. 

Otis Stephens, of two miles from 
Fairburn, testified that he was in 
Fairburn on the night of the fire, 
and that he first noticed the fire 
after 1.o’clock. He said he saw 
smoke rising before he reached the 
bank in the wagon he was driving. 

The witness said that he saw 
some one coming across the side- 
walk in front of the bank, walking 
out into the street and looking up, 
apparently at the fire. 

“At about that time the fire fell 
through and the man fired a pistol 
two or three times and went away 
at a rapid speed toward the corner 
away from the bank at the drug 
Store,”’ said the witness. 

Looked Like Green. 
“T couldn’t say who the man was, 
although he was heavy set and 
looked like Mr. William B. Green.”’ 

Upon cross-examination by Mr. 
Westmoreland, the witness said he 
could not swear that the man was 
Green, and that he told Mr. Longino 
about it, and that he had never told 
anyone that the man was positively 


Green in his return statement, 
said that the money he had wired 
to Mrs. Bradstreet in New Jersey 
was to defray her expenses on her 
return home, and that he had bor- 
rowed this money from his brother. 

He also said, to reply to a state- 
ment of Mr. Martin, that he* could 
have borrowed as much money as 
he wished .from the bank legally, 
as long as it had been carried as 
a cash item.

The witness testified that the 
cash book appeared to have had 
certain pages torn from it before 
the fire had partly consumed it. 

Up6én cross-examination by Attor- 
ney Westmoreland, Mr. Martin said 
that he first saw the assets of the 
hank in the vault in the store of 
W. T. Roberts, in Fairburn. 

The witness, upon close grilling 
by Mr. Westmoreland, admitted the 
eash book and the “daily state of 
bank” did not afford figures which 
aided him in the audit, but testi-

Mr. Martin was closely questioned 
by the attorney as to the difference 
in his audit and other figures stat- 
ed by Mr. Westmoreland, apparent- 
ly from the audit of Haskins and 
Sells. Mr. Martin denied the cor- 
rectness of the figures quoted by} 
the attorney and maintained the 
correctness of his own audit. 

In regard to a note of $16,000 
which Mr. Martin stated was made 
by Green, Mr. Westmoreland asked 
the witness if this note was not to 
cover the purchase of Mr. Longi- 
no’s stock by Green, and if stock of 
the bank was not attached to the 
note as collateral security. The 
witness denied that any papers were 
attached to the note as security. 

“Do you know the negro chauf- 
feur, Ellison?” asked the attorney. 

“Yes, I saw him once at the Fair- 
burn jail,” said the witness. 

‘Pidn’t you interview the ne- 

ro?” queried Mr. Westmoreland. 

“Yes, I spoke a word or two with 
him, but asked him no questions 
regarding the bank’s affairs,” re- 
plied the witness. 

Attorney Westmoreland quizzed 
the witness extensivelyfon his mo- 
tives in seeing Ellison, and Martin 
said his only motive was curiosity, 
since he had heard the negro had 
antexceptionally brilliant mind. 

The witness identified two bills 
which he said he found in Mr. 
Green's effects in the burned build- 
ing. One of the bills was from 
Maier & Berkele for $1,238.75 and 
the other from the Nat Kaiser com- 
pany for $675. 

An insurance policy, said the wit- 
ness, on the St. Charles avenue 
rhome, made for Catherine F.. Brad- 
street by William B. Green, was 
also found among Green’s desk ef- 
fects , 

Dr. L. M. Hobgood, a director in 
the bank, testified that he had wit- 
nessed a conversation between 
Green and Martin in regard to cer- 
tain transactions of the bank. 

George Edmondson, cashier of the 
Fairburn Banking company, testi- 
fied that Green had entered pay- 
ment of certain certificates on the 
books of the bank before they had 
actually been paid, and that there 
were other irregularities in the 
books of the bank as kept by Green. 

Upon being grilled by Attorney 
Westmoreland, Mr. Edmondson sai«< 
that he didn’t usually look over 
the cash book at night after the 
bank closed to see if thé cash bal- 
anced. 

The witness also admitted, under 
the attorney’s questions, that Greer 
frequently made trips to Atlante 
during the cotton season to secure 
cash with which to buy cotton and 
that $20 bills were about the high- 
est denomination used in the pur- 
chases of cotton.

Debate Lasts 24 Hours. 

Expulsion of the five assembly- 
men—the entire representation of 
the socialist party in the assem- 
bly—came after members debated 
the majority report of the judiciary 
committee for nearly twenty-four 
hours, 

Thousands of words were spoken 
for and against the socialist assem- 
blymen before the final roll calls. 


+Members of both parties clamored 


for recognition throughout the long 
hours of the night so they could 
Have their speeches read into the 
records. 

Speaker Sweet, for the second time 
in his career as speaker of the as- 
sembly, spoke from the floor in 
Support of the committee report, 
While Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
republican, of Nassau, and Miss Mar- 
guerite L. Smith, republican, of New 
York, made their maiden speeches, 
Colonel Roosevelt arguing against 
the expulsion of the rive men, while 
Miss Smith, in a three-minute ad- 
dress gave her reas6ns for voting 


to sustain the majority report of 
the judiciary committee. 


Party Lines Erased. 


Party lines disappeared inthe vot- 
ing. The democratic minority, 
‘which was supposed ww be pretty 
well united in tavor of unseating the 
socialists, polled a majority of one 
vote in favor of expelling Waldman, 
Claessens and Solomon, the demo- 
cratic vote on these men being 18 
for unseating and 17 for restoring 
them to their former legislative 
Status. Twenty-one democrats voted 
to reseat DeWitt and Orr, while 
fourteen favored their expulsion. 

The republicans, by division of 
98 to 11, voted to unseat Waid- 
man, Claessens and Solomon, and 
on the DeWitt-Orr votes they stood 
89 to 29. 

When the assembly adjourned, 
after the.seats of ali five s vvialists 
had been deciared vacant, i: had 
been in continuous session 23 hours 
and 4U minutes. 

The final ‘chapter lacked the 
thrills that many of the spestators 
had expqcted. Speaker Thaddeus. 
Sweet closed the debate at 9.36 
a. m.,and within two minutes the 
calling of the roll had oeen begun 
in the Case of Lauis Waldman. Un- 
der the rules, no member is allowed 
to explain his vote when voting on 
a resolution: Virtually every mersa- 
ber was in his seat and. as a result. 
the five roll calls were run off in 
record-breaking. time. 

Some assemblymen who had voted 
to unseat Waldman, Claessens and 
Solomon, cast their ballots in favor 
of reseating DeWitt on tne ground 
that the evidence had nvt incrimi- 
nated DeWitt and Orr beyond estab- 
lishing their adherence ww the doc- 
trines and platforms of the socialist 
party. Majority Leader Simon U. 
Adler shared this opinion. 


Debate of 24 Hours. 


The debate lasted about twenty 
hours, and more than 40 members 
par@icipated. The chamber’ was 
crowded with spectators from the 
time the assembly convened at 10:30 
a. m. yesterday, until long after 
midnight. Many of the visitors re- 
mained throughout the night and 
Heard the assembly record its vote. 

For the members of the, lower 
house, the session was most trying. 
The .ouse was operating under a 
close call, which meant that no one 
was allowed to leave the outer por- 
tals of the chamber without a pass 
signed by the speaker. Luncheon 
and supper were brought to the 
members by the pages ard were 
eaten at the desks. , 
Waldman and Solornon remained 
at the capitol throughout the delib- 
erations. Both appeared to be. 
highly amused at the proceedings 
and smiled frequently. The other 
three men under fire were not 
present. 

At the conclusion of the speech 
of Assemblyman Martin G. McCue, 
& democrat from New York, in 
which the socialist members were 
called by such epithets as “traitors, ’ 
“curs” and “whipned dogs,” Wald- 
man sent a note to McCue, reading 
as follows: pai 
“Marty: Be a good sport and 
move that I be given the floor to 
answer vou. Will you do it?” 
Senge cet McCue did not ‘re- 
Ply. 

Greeted With Song. 


In the early morning hours, 
while the debate was slowly drag- 
ing its weary way toward a roll 
call, Waldmag and Solomon ap- 
peared in the “midway,” as the main 
corridor between the assembly and 
the senate chambers is known. A 
little band of newspaper men and 
senators, who had organized a “‘mid- 
way choir,” greeted them with a 
song familiar in theasixties, but with 
the words adapted to modern condi- 
fions: 


“We shall meet, but we shall miss 


them, 
“There will be five vacant chairs.” 


The suspended assemblymen ac- 
knowledged the greeting with 
Smiles and handclapping. 

The early hours of the delibera- 
tions were marked by outbursts of 
personal bitterness and animosity. 
which cropped out in bickerings ana 
wrangles over parliamentary tech- 
nicalities in the course of an at- 
tempt by the democrats to postpone 
consideration of the case until to- 
day, when it would be too late for 
Governor Smith tocall special elec- 
tions to fill the vacancies resulting 
from the expected unseating of the 
five men. 

Minority Leader Charles D. Dono- 
hue, and his colleagues, were said 
to feel that it would subject the ex- 
ecutive te unnecessary embarrass- 
ment either to call or refuse to call 
the special elections. 

Assembly Disorderly. 


During the stage of the proceed- 
ings the deportment of the assem- 
bly at times approached the disor- 
derly. Exchanges of personalities 
between Assemblyman McCue and 
Louis A. Cuvillier caused especially 
tense situations. 

Considerable interest was manl- 
fested in the way in which the for- 
mer service ten in the assembly 
voted. Twenty-one favored the ex- 
pulsion of all five socialists, seven 
for reseating. while four voted to 
oust Waldman, Claessens and Solo- 
mon and to reseat DeWitt and Orr. 

The women me~*-r- of the h use 
were evenly divided, the republican 
member, Miss rgaret L. Smith, of 
New York, voting to expel the en- 
tire delegation. while her demo- 
cratic colleague, Miss Elizabeth Van 
R.xeGillette, of Schnectady, consist- 
eatly favored their retention. 

The socialists originally were sus- 
pended pending investigation of 
their loyalty. The resolution of 
suspension set forth that the the 
socialist party of America, among 
other things, had declared ad- 
herence to and solidarity with the 
revolutionary forces of soviet Rus- 
sia. It charged the socialist mem- 
bers with being engaged in “a large 
and well-organized conspirac¥Y to 
subvert due administration of the 
law and to destroy the right to own 
and hold private property honestly 
acquired, and to overturn the whole 
fabric of our constitutional form of 
government.” 

Twenty-four days were consumed 
by the judiciary commttee in its 
bearing ,on the charges, and seven 
of the thirteen members of the 
committee signed the majority re- 
port recommending expulsion of the 
socialist members.

NN NORTH GEORGI 


Chattanooga Partly Un- 
der Water and All the 
Streams Far Out: of 
Banks—Trains Halted 
as Water Covers Tracks.

Chattanooga, April 1-—With a 
heavy rain falling over the entire 
watershed of the Tennessee river 
and the stream now rapidly rising, 
fears were expressed here tonight 
that a serious flood was threaten- 
ing the territory. Reports from 
points on the upper reaches of the 
river say that the Hiwassee and 
Ocoee and smaller streams are on 
a rampage and that’ the downpour 
of rain is continuous. 

The river at Chattanooga tonight 
was 18 feet, and the rainfall since 
last night.over three inches. Creeks 
north of Chattanooga are overflow- 
ing, and a party of Chattanooganrs 
returning from a motor trip to Day- 
ton telephoned that they were ma- 
rooned at Graysville, Tenn. andj 
would not be able to reach the city 
tonight. 

Street car service to the eastern 
suburbs of the city was halted tem- 


porarily tonight by water covering 
the tracks. 


Trains Halted. 

Through trains of the Southern 
railway on the line between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlania were tied up to- 
night by high water north of Rome, 
Ga., and Western and-Atlantic trains 
were delayed for about two hours 
by high water near Adairsville, Ga. 

Southern passenger trains, Nos. 11 
and 15, southbound, are waiting 
above Rome to come through, and 
Nos. 10 and 16, northbound, are held 
at Rome, N was announced here to- 
night. The waters of a normally 
small creek were swollen by heavy 
rains causing the tracks to be over- 
flowed. 


Detailed Prediction. 


New Orleans, April 1.—A detailed 
prediction of the erest of the Mis- 
sissippi river floods was made '0- 
day by R. A. DyKe, forecaster of the 
local weather bureau, in which ne 
said the “ water pow in sight indi- 
cates the flood stage of 18 feet will 
be reached here by April 24. 

“That forecast of the flood crest 
geen based on the water now 
in sight. Of course, if severe storms 
arise—well, we will take them when 
they come.” 

Reports received tonight from 
Natchez and Weksbureg state that 
the river is still below the food 
stage, but raising slowly. It is 
stated that if the 49-foot stage is 
reached at Natchez considerable 
areas on the Black and Red rivers 
will be inundated, as there are no 
protection levees in these districts. 
But unless the Black, Red, and 
Ouachita rivers are swelled by local 
rains the flooded areas will be con- 
fined to uncultivared lands. The 
present stage of the Red river is 
such that the water from the Mis- 
sissippi is flowing tnrough it to the 
Atchafalava. 

At Vicksburg the river reached 
42.5 gauge, 2.5 below the flood 
stage. A fifty-foot stage is pre- 
dicted before the crest is reach, 
and some of the authorities say the 
flood will reach the. fifty-one-foot 
stage. <A 3.7 inch rain fell in Vicks- 
burg district today which will help 
swell the flood, as, following the 
almost continuous rains of the past 
three months, the low lands are 
covered with water practically. 


Rome Rivers Rising. 

Rome, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)— 
Reports received in Rome at 1] 
o’cloek tonight are that the tracks 
had been cleared at Shannon and 
that trains would all be ahle to pro- 
ceed. Rivers are expected to go to 
30 feet at Rome, There were heavy 
rains above the city on the Oosta- 
naula and theEtowah rivers, but 
it is not expected there will be high 
water sufficient to inundate the city 
uniess further rain falls above 
Rome.

Mine Workers Assail 


Coal Price Increase 


New York, April/1.—Ellis Searles, 
speaking in behalf of the United 
States Mine Workers of America, 
declared tonight that the 27 per 
cent wage increase just granted bi- 
tuminous mine workers does not jus- 
tify the price increases of 65 cents 
to $1.50 a ton which operators have 


announced will be made. He added 
that the increase in cost of produc- 
tion could not exceed 40 to 50 cents 
a ton and disclaim responsibility 
on the part of the workers for the 
proposed price advance. 

Union officials, still gathered here 
today after yesterday’s méeting at 
which the new wage agreement was 
rawfied, conferred on the effects 
of the wage increase and the an- 
nounced itention of the mine owers 
te advance prices. It was after this 
informal conference that Mr. Searles 
issued the folowing statement: 

= en Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field "granted the miners a 14 per 
cent increase in wages last fall, he 
said the 14 per cent could and should 
be absorbed by the operators and 
that they could afford to pay it out 
of their profits. But the optrators 
did not pay the increase out of their 
profits. Instead, they passed the 
increase on to the public ‘on at 
least 80 to 99 per cent of the cail by 
increasing their selling price. y 


Public Must Pay. 


“The present increase in wages 
adds 13 per cent to the pay of the 
miners above the 14 per cent grant- 
ed by Garfield. If Garfield was 
right in saying they could absorb 
and pay the 14 per cent out of their 
profits, then they certainly can at 
least absorb the 13 per cent now 
es of passing it on to the pub- 
ic. j 

“We see operators quoted in the 
newspapers as saying they will ad- 
vance the price of coa) $1.25 to $1.50 
a ton because of the increase In 
wages granted to the miners: Such 
an increase would not be justified 
by the increase in wages. . 

“The wage increase was 27 per 
cent. This means that the increase 
in cost of production cannot exceed 
49 to 50 cents a ton. Then why 
should the operators .~poost the 
price $1.25 or $1.50 a ton even if 


they pass all &f the increase on to 
the public? 

“If the operators make an unreas- 
onable or unnecessary increase in 
the price of coal the miners want 
the public to know that they are 
not responsible for it.” 

Union officials asserted that any 
unjustified advance of prices would 
cause serious dissatisfaction and 
unrest among miners. 

“There will never be peace in the 
coal industry as long as the opera- 
tors continue to exact excess profits 
from the public On the grounds that 
they ate meeting a wage advance 
to the miners,” said a union official. 


“Profits Enormous.” 


“The operators refuse to go back } 


to tbe pre-war days of legitimate 
profits. They insist on continuing 
the practice of exacting enormous 
profits and as long as they do this 
the.miners will not be. satisfied.” 
In lifting price restrfction by the 
fuel administration at this time, 
union officials declared that the 
government ahd “erred” and indirect 


ly played into the hands of these js 


operators. As 75 per cent of the na- 
tion’s coal contracts are made about 
April 1,*the miners say lifting the 
price ban at a time when so many 
bifyers are in the market is sure 
to send prices higher than ever be- 
fore. , gee 

Union officials called on statisti- 
cians of their Own number to sub- 
mit figures in support of their con- 
tention that the operators were at- 
tempting to “extort excess profits 
from the public at the expense of 
the miners.” They said.that until 
yesterday wages had been raised 
43 cents a ton. In the same pcriod, 
they contend, the operators raised 
the price of coal at the mine $1.41 
per ton and the soft coal retailers 
advanced their prices $2.36 per ton. 

‘Seeing the 43-cent raise multi- 
plied in this fashion is making the 
workers dissatisfied,”- union lead- 
ers said, “and the only cure is a 
reversion to the time ‘of normal 
profits.” 

Leaders of the mine workers de- 
clared that the two year agreement 
would be carried out “to the letter,” 
but predicted that they would face 
difficulty because of the proposed 
price advance.

Ogden Persons Parts Company 
With Senator Smith on War Record |, 


The following letter from  ex- 
President of the Senate Hon. Ogden 
Persons, of Forsyth, explains itself: 

“Hon. Hoke Smith, Atlanta, Ga. 

“My dear Senator Smith: I have 
your lette: of the 30th inst., express- 
ing the hope that I am with you in 
your present contest in the presi- 
dential primary. 

“I regret very much that I can- 
not be with you in this contest, for 
the reason that I do not feel that 
your entrance will be considered a 
bona fide candidacy for the presi- 
dency before the national conven- 
tion, even if you should carry this 
state, but that it will be considered 
a local affair for the control of the 
state delegation in order that Geor- 
gia might disapprove of the admin- 
istration of President Wilson, and 
will therefore be used, not for the 
purpose of advancing your candi- 
dacy for the presidency throughout 
the nation, but solely for the dis- 
crediting of the Wilson administra- 
tion. ' 

“It is generally understood that 
you will be a candidate for the sen- 
ate to succeed yourself, and that 
you expect to be returned to the 
senate from this state, and I am 


inclined to think that many citi- 
zens who have supported you here- 
tofore, and who may support you 
again for the senate, will not sup- 
port you for the presidency. I 
therefore am of the opinion that 
your entry into the presidential pri- 
mary will do you more harm than 
good, as your name for the presi- 
dency has not gained prominence in 
the councils of the democratic par- 
tv, and insofar as the national con- 
vention is concerned, your election 
by the people of this state would, 
after all, be only a straw ballot. 


Favors League of Nations. 
= am heartily in favor of the 
league of nations. My knowledge 


of history, as well as my own ine 
telligence, will not allow me to be 
otherwise. 

“I believe that the purpose of the 
league is to prevent wars insofar 
as human knowledge and experience 
can prevent wars. I believe that the 
pe@ple of this state are opposed to 
war, and that they are anxious that 
some agreement between the  na- 
tions of the earth should be adopted 
that would effect this remedy. 


“I do not favor any instrument as 
a basis of agreement with other 
nations that would contravene the 
provisions of our written constitu- 
tion, and while the draft of the 


league of nations as was presented 
by the president to the senate may 
be susceptible to criticisms of this 
character, I am not prepared to ad- 
mit these criticisms are even well 
founded, or that the practical opera- 
tions of the instrument would in any 
wise conflict with the express pro- 
visions of our constitution. Yet, I 
am not so headstrong as to say that 
the man who suggests reservations 
so as to keep the clear wording of 
the league of nations within the 
written word of the constitution is 
either a fool, a traitor or a cheap 
politician. I believe that in the 
minds of many there is room for pa- 
triotic convictions on the subject, 
I therefore would be glad to see 
the president accept the ratifica- 
tion of the league with resonable 
reservations, the effect of which 
would not destroy its power, for by 
its very operation the principles 
sought to be expressed in those res- 
ervations of necessity would have to 
be practiced. 


Unfair Methods Have Split Party. 
“But the trouble is there has been 
too much confusion caused by the 


unfair manner in which the mean- 
ing of the league has en discussed, 
and the effec ’ this *®omfusion hag 
been to split the @emocratic party 
and scatter jts foréés to such an 
extent as to render it ifpotent, and 
to cause certain defeat to stare it 
in the face at the coming November 
election unless the forces of the 
party cease the process of disinte- 
gration, and rally around the 
achievements of the party as a 
whole during the last seven years of 
the Wilson administration: 

“To my mind, the greatest mis- 
take of modern times will; be made 
if the league of nations should be 
rejected. It is tne great privilegé 
of the democratic party to further 
this great movement, and because 
certain republican forces in the sens 
ate have determined to defeat its 
adoption, and many democratic 
members of that body have joined 
forces with them, is no reason why 
the administration is not right, nor 
is it any reason why you or any 
other southern democrat should en- 
ter into a contest the sole purpose 
of which, if ;you are successful in 
this state, would be to discredit the 
leadership of the democratic party 
and further the cause of the reg 
publican party, which has always 
been inimical to the interests of the 
south. For myself, I am not will- 
ing for the party to go down in de- 


‘feat to the republicans, denouncing 
my party’s leader. I am .quite sure 
that victory will not come to the 
democratic party because members 
of the party are willing to attack 
the Wilson administration. 


“The personal enemies of Presi- 
dent Wilson, as well as the enemies 
of the democratic party in this 


state, are active in their opposition 
to his administration, and they are 
actively opposing any candidate 
who stands for the achieveménts of 
the Wilson administration during 
the last seven years. To my mind, 
those years have brought forth 
more real good to the south, and 
have done more to advance the 
cause of the farmer and the labor- 
ing man, than all previovs years. 
The legislation enacted under 
the direct 1 ership of Mr. Wil- 
son has emancipated the south 
from the thraldom of Wall street 
bankers, and has made it possible 
for the farmer to get a fair return 
for his products without being 
forced to put them on a declining 
market especially occasioned for his 
undoing. In addition to stabilizing 
business, it was forced to fight the 
greatest war in htstory, and to the 
valiant forces of America sent forth 
under a democratic administation, 
the credit of winning the war is 
given by our allies. 


Effect of the League. 
“Now this victory on the bloody 
field of battle can only be made se- 
cure by the establishing of an in- 


ternational court of justice wherein 
the nations of the world will either 
submit their differences to arbitra- 
tion before going to war, or else 
they will be deprived of the power 
to make war because of the moral 
and physical force which will be 
combined against them. Germany 
would never have resorted to war if 
the league of nations as proposed 
by the democratic leader had been 
of force, and no nation in the future 
will go to war with any prospect of 
success, if the league of nations 
should become of force. Therefore, 
to lose this great opportunity of ad- 
vancing the progress of humanity 
and civilization which is presented 
to the democratic party will be a 
loss too great to calculate. Taxa- 
tion is now a great burden unto the 
people. <A state of preparedness 
both with the increase of the army 
and the navy which a failure to 
adopt the league of nations will en- 
tail, will not relieve that burden, 
but will greatly add to it. This 
money which would of necessity go 
into the support of an army and navy 
under the old order of competition 
between nations, should go to build 
roads and educate the people. The 
adoption of the league of nations is 
the only remedy, if there is a rem- 
edy within the power of man to de- 
vise, and how can we tell that it 
will not effect the desired end if it 
is never tried? 


Only One Course Open. 
‘fT therefore can see only one 
course open for,myself, and that is 
to abide by the achievements of the 


democratic party during its admin- 
istration for the past seven years. 
If this record does not justify the 
party in asking the people for their 
further support, then how can the 
party possibly hope for success at 
the polls in November if that record 
is one of failure? 

“T believe in the league of na- 
tions, in the honesty and wisdom of 
Mr. Wilson, although he doubtless 


has made many mistakes, as any 
other human being would have done 
upon whose shoulders such tremen- 
dous repsonsibilities have been 
piled in the last four years. I be- 
lieve in making the league of na- 
tions a forceful agreement, for oth. 
erwise it would be of no value, and 
I am heartily tired of the malcon- 
tents who would discredit the presi- 
dent and the democratic administra- 
tion because of this fact. 

“Your opportunities for service 
have been very great because of 
your ,acknowledged ability. Your 
power to carry forward the banner 
of the democratic party when it fell 
from the nerveless hands of a 
stricken president was equal to the 
occasion had you seen fit to use it; 
and vour ability to enlighten the 
people of Georgia in a true manner 
upon the great virtues of the league 
of nations as’ a candidate for re- 
election, supporting the present ad- 
ministration, is ample, but I do not 
believe that you will advance the 
cause of the democratic party in 
Georgia by your candidacy for the 
presidency, which is in effect more 
“a boring from within,” which 
means failure, than it is the build- 
ing up of a solid phalanx in sup- 
port of democratic achievement.

Chapping. . 

Chapping may be properly at- 
tributed to catching cold in the 
skin. This is the first time I have 
ever admitted that it is possible 
to catch cold. I may be poor, but I 
am honest. 

If chapping is a cold in the skin, 
the logical way to prevent chap- 
ping would be by avoiding expos- 
ure to cold air, cold weather, wind, 
drafts and all that sort of thing. 
And the most effective way I know 
of avoiding all that sort of thing 
is by just expiring and never in- 
spiring any more. If you want to 
live of course you are not going to 
avoid exposure—you con’t avoid it 
and live. 

What's the use of talking about 
avoiding “undue”’—the old fogies 
always call it “undue” exposure— 
if you are talking to live folks? It 
might beéadvisable to caution an 


idiot about freezing to death, or a 
drunken man; but it 1s a shame 
to give fool advice to sane people. 
Fighting windmills is a, sensible 
pastime compared with trying to 
avoid exposure to wind, cold, damp- 
ness, drafts. 

One whose skin chaps should 
waste no energy or gray mater 
contriving schemes to avoid expos- 
ure. He should strive rather to 
insulate his skin. Ifa skin is kept 
nice and warm it will not chap. 

Water is an excellent heat con- 
ductor. Therefore if the skin is 
not thoroughly dried after washirtg, 
it is likely to chap if you go out in 
the cold. Don’t stay in out of the 
cold; dry the skin. , 

Oil is a poor heat conductor. 
Therefore if the skin is not robbed 

f its natural oil it will not chap. 
Too much soap, too much bathing, 
and the use of alcoholic lotions 
such as toilet water, bay rum, witch 
hazel, will favor chapping be- 
cause these things dissolve out the 
skin oil and leave the skin unpro- 
tected against chilling. 

Chapping is a mild dermatitis, 

ich means skin inflammation, or 
ager eczema, which, I am ashamed 
to admit, is a “catarrhal ager" 
tion of the skin. Suit yourse 
about the technical name.

Use any neutral or bland oil, such 
as liquid petrolatum (purified min- 
eral oil, paraffin oil, cocoa butter, 
or freshly made cold cream—not 
the “greaseless” substitutes 80 fre- 
quently offered. 

For the relief of chapping, aside 
from the preventive measures men-~ 
tioned, this is a useful lotion: 

Boric acid—3 teaspoonfuls. 

Glycerin—2 ounces. 

Tragacanth powder—half 
sponful. 

Water—10 ounces. 

Boil and stir constantly till all 
dissolved.

4. Developing means to increase 
housing facilities to satisfy present 
and future requirements of the nor- 
mal growth of the population of At- 
lanta. 

5. A definite plan for eliminating 
congestion in the center of the city 
by opening up ew maj arteries for 
thorough traffic ad by adoption and 


enforcement of adequate traffic reg- 


ulations. 

6. Promoting ¢he growth of indus- 
tries now established in Atlanta and 
tributary sections, and encouraging 
development of new idustries. 

7. Supportig the extension of the 
present hospital facilities and co- 
operating in provisions for increased 
supervision of public health, the en- 
actment of adequate health laws and 
regulations and their enforcement. 

The minor program for forum dis- 
cussion included improved methods 
of taxation, conservation of life and 
property from fire hazards, the pub- 
lic market project, parks and play- 
grounds, foreign trade through 
south Atlantic ports, good roads, 
freight and passenger transporta- 
tion, city clean-up, smoke abatement 
and better police protection. 


Mayer Key Objects. 


After the reading of the report 
a motion was made and seconded for 
its adoption, and after President 
Biack had called for a discussion of 
the motion Mayor Key mage his ob- 
jection to that portion which re- 
lated to charter revision. 

The mayor said that he had stud- 
ied the question and its relation to 
the peculiar situation of Atlanta and 
that he did not favor, but on the 
contrary would opnose, such a radi- 
cal action as the committee recom- 
mended. : 

He said that he thought the prop- 
er proceuure would be to study the 
evils, if any, of the present system 
of government in Atlanta and to 
suggest the proper remedy for 
them. He refered to the speech of 
Lb. krank Garland before the Forum 
luncheon on Wednesday and called 
attention to Mr. Garland’s statement 
that Dayton had been faced by an 
uncommon disaster and that its peo- 
ple were obliged to take some dras- 
tic action to overcome the conditions 
which arose in consequence of it. 

Atlanta, said the mapor, had not 
yet reached that stage. Every one 
of the reforms which Dayton had 
made has been attained here, and 
he gave as an instance the fact that 
national policies had never had any 
influence upon the local elections in 
Atlanta, as he said Mr. Garland in- 
ferred to be the case in Ohio. 


Issue of Bonds. 


Dayton’'s issue of bonds for cur- 
rent expenses, said Mayor Key, had 
never been put into praatice here, 
and the budget system, in which 
detailed statements of expenses were 
submitted to the taxing authorities, 
had been the law in this state for 
the past 46 years. 

The mayor mentioned the Day- 
ton health department, its officers 
and municipal nurses, the provision 
for the purchasing agent, its con- 
struction of storm and other sewers 
and many other features of Gar- 
land’s speech, and he*declared that 
there was not a single improvement 
or facility which Dayton possessed 
that did not also obtain in this city. 
Initiative, referendum and recall, 
the mapor said, was an old institu- 
tion in this municipality. 

“There is not so much dissatisfac- 
tion as you think,” continued the 
mayor, “the proper form of govern- 
ment is one that draws into it as 
many people as you can interest in 
it. I know that there are defects 
in this as in every other form of gov- 
ernment. As an instance, I believe 
in a city planning commission, I 
think it is a very important and 
necessary function of governtnent. 

“If there is any failure of our 
present government to function,” he 
added, “it should be pointed out. 
Boot me out if I fail to correct the 
evils that are known to exist. And 
I want it to be noted, especially by 
the press representative, that I am 
not in favor of the charter revision 
and will vote against it.” 

Defends Garland. 


At the conclusion of his address, 
Julian V. Boehm rose and defended 
the position of Mrs Garland, who 
had advocated city manager govern- 
ment on Wednesday. A very short 
discussion followed, after which 
President Black put the motion for 
adoption to a vote, and what seemed 
to be a unanimous approval of the 
motion was given, The mayor's dis- 
senting vote, if he gave it, was not 
audible. The program committee’s 
report added a list of supplementary 
activities which included comfort 
stations, extension of water works 
and adequate provision for women 
and juvenile delinquents. 

The report stated that it was the 
result of “a thought’survey of the 
membership expressed in a series 
of group meetings, and in response 
to referendum inquiries to those 
who weré unable to atend the group 
meetings.” 

It further stated that it accu- 
rately expressed the wishes of the 
inembership as discovered in over 
1,600 different suggestions which had 
been received. It recowmended the 
apjointment of a committee to, carry 
out the program of work, and the 
appointment of a committee on com- 
mittees to examine suggestions. 
with authority to recommend the 
personnel of such committee. 

The report further recemmended 
the charter revision be the big fea- 
ture of the year’s work and that 
ample provision be made for the 
financial resources of the commit- 
te on charter revision in order to 
insure the success of its undertak- 


ing.

IN FRANK INTERVIEW. 
Copenhagen, April 1.—Boris Lit- 
vinorf, bolshevik envoy in Copen- 
hagen, today expressed the hopes 
and aspirations of soviet Russia in 
a remarkably frank interview as 


empire of the czar. 

“Soviet Russia is extremely inter- 
ested in getting American capita! 
in the form of machinery on a basis 
of concessions to American enter- 
prise, including mining, forest, rail- 
way construction and electrification 
concessions,” Litvinofé declared in 
expressing what he said was one of 
the principal thoughts of 
leaders. 

“In order to make trade relations 
really effective,” he went on, “we 
first must make peace with the sur- 
rounding countries, we have offered 
peace to all of our neighbors, and 
now await their replies.’ 


Important Problem. 


“Another important problem for 
us is to wet our labor intensified. 
Our energies are being devoted to 
making clear to the Russian work- 
ers that all the Russian wealth be- 
longs to them. It is up to them two 
extract the country from the econo- 
mic dificulties anu chavs which the 
war and internal fight have left be- 
hind. ‘so put the transport system 
in order it is essential that we ob- 
tain large quantities of cars, en- 
gines and railway material from 
abroad. Our armies, which fought 
in Siberia and were transformed 
into labor armies, have already 
rendered useful work repairing the 
damaged rolling stock.” 

Here the bolshevik envoy enumer- 
ated the various commodities that 
Russia needs most in order to re- 
sume work, and the things she is 
now ready to export. 

“We chiefly want to Import rail- 
way material,” he said.

Republicans Complete 
Plans to Pass Legisla- 
tion Declaring War With 
Germany Ended. 


Washington, April 1.—Republican 
leaders in the house completed today 
their plans to put through a week 
from tomorrow a resolution declar- 
ing the state of war with Germany 
at an end. The measure was favor- 
ably reported today by the foreign 
affairs committee and will be taken 
up next Thursday under a nine-hvur 
debate rule which will bring the 
vote on Friday. 

Action of the republicans drew the 
fire tonight of Homer S. Cummings. 
chairman of the democratic national 
sommittee. [In a statement to press 
representatives he said it marked 
“about the lowest point of. moral 
capacity to which republican lead- 
ership has descended.” It was an 
attempt, he said, to use the treaty 
of Versalles “without first accept- 
ing it” and probably would lead to 
complications “‘the seriousness of 
Which it is difficult at this time to 
conjecture.” 

The resolution was reported on a 
strict party vote by the foreign af- 
fairs® committee. Representative 
Huddleton, democrat, Alabama, re- 
fused to vote, but his cocleagues on 
the committee all opposed the re- 
port. 

Not to Try Monday. 

Later repuclican leaders revised 
their plaz to calb the measure up 
Monday because of the probable ab- 
sence of members on that day’ due 
to the Easter holidays. They had no 
doubt that it would be adopted, al- 
though the democrats were lining up 
against it, but were not equally con- 
fident that the necessary two-thirds 
to carry it over a presidential veto 
could be obtained. 

In that connection Mr. Cummings 
said he did not think “for one mo- 
mient” that the president would sign 
such a resolution. He said the 
house was attempting to exercise 
powers it did not possess.

Now add 
One cup of finely cracked ice, 
One-half cup of water, 
Yolks of three eggs, 
One-quarter teaspoon of nutmeg, 
Four tablespoons of sugar, 
Beat to mix thoroughly and then 
fold or beat into this mixture the 
stiffly beaten white® of three eggs. 
Pour into five small water glasses 


and serve in place of the usual 


morning fruit. 


Baked Slice of Ham. 
Soak fas ham over night in a 
large china dish and cover with 
Two tablespoons of molasses, 
One-cup of milk. 


In the morning rinse the ham un- 
der cold water and place in a bak- 
ing dish and sprinkle with three 
tablespoons of flour, then add two 
tablespoons of molasses to one cup 
of milk.

Mix 
well and then fill into the chicken 
and roast in the usual manner.

Wash and cook the sweet potatoes 
until soft and then peel and mash 
and season and then spread one inch 
thick in a shallow baking dish. 
Sprinkle the top one-half inch deep 
with brown sugar and then spread 
with crumbs made as follows:

Four tablespoons of sugar,

One teaspoon of cinnamon, 

One-half teaspoon of nutmeg.

problem. They declined to join with 
us in the formation of such a com- 
mittee. They have announced their 
intention of appealing to the labor

ON EAST FRONT. 

The Hague, April 1.—Most of the 
towns in the Ruhr district are in 
the power of the extremists who 
are ftorcing the workers to leave 
their jobs and join the Red army, 
according to the Dutch press. 

The burgomaster and the leaders 
of the majority socialist and center 
parties at Duisburg have notified 
the government that the condition 
of the town is so bad there is no 
hope of the police preventing plun- 
dering and other outrages by the 
mob, dispatches state. Only gov- 
ernmental action can save the town, 
it is declared. 

An official statement issued by 
the headquarters of the government 
troops under date of Wednesday 
Says that after the expiration of 
the time limit on the government's 
ultimatum the advance of govern- 
ment troops began on a small part 
of the east front. 

“The line of Haltern-Luding- 
hausen-Herbern was taken without 
a fight,” the statement continues. 
“The Reds probably will await the 
gsovernment troops at Werne. There 
are trenches being made at Sede, 
Runthe and the Nordherring and 
also between Dortmund and Brantel 
where there are strong forces of 
Reds. 

“At the urgent request of the 
burgomaster Hamm has been occu- 
pied. The relations between the 
government trops and popuiation 
are excellent. The railway bridge 
at Buderich, near Wesel, has been 
blown up. Airmen have observed 
mevements of the Reds in the di- 
rection of Hamborn aad Starkrade 
and also around Haltern, Derk and 
Lunen and on the road betwecn 
De tmund and Hamm.”

Organization Effected, Ma- 
chinery En Route and 
Stage Set for First 


Operations. 


McRae, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)——

Clearings $64,509,392; 
Building Is Halting;

That clearings in Atlanta for the week 


ending Thursday were $64,509,392 and that 
building operations are seriously threatened 
by the strike of plumbers are features of 
this week’s telegraphic report on local 
business conditions from the Atlanta office 
of the Bradstreet’ company to the trade 
journal of that concern. -* 

The telegram in full follows: 

“There is very little change in general 
conditions from last week. Sales in most 
lines are satisfactory, —°” om 
noted that*in some sections collections are 
somewhat slower. ‘This fs attributed gen- 
erally to weather conditions in those sec- 
tions for the past week. The recent storm 
did considerable damage to certain sections 
in Georgia and Alabama. West Point was 
gradually overcoming the loss from the re- 
cent flood there. The loss from rain, wind 
and fire in these two cities will probably 
be over the $2,000,000 mark. Approximately 
50 lives were lost in this section. 

‘Building activities for the month broke 
@ll records for the same period in other 
years. Permits issued were well over $1,- 
000,000. Building materials continue high 
and scarce, but there was a slight decrease 
in the price of lumber during the week. 
This, however, is believed te be only tem- 
porary and due to heavy shipments from oth- 
er sections which had been delayed. . The 
building boom is threatened to a certain 
extent by the announcement Thursday that 
the plumbers’ union demands $9 for an 
eight-hour day and that employers have de- 
clined to pay it. It is reported that em- 
ployers are making efforts to get plumbers 
from other cities and that they will make a 
fight for an open shop. Carpenters, brick- 
layers, painters and paperhangers are also 
threatening to strike if their demands are 
rot acceded to. 

‘Cultivation of lands is seriously delayed 
by heavy rains, with no immediate pros- 
pect of relief. This condition will serionus- 
ly retard planting of cotton and probably 
will reduce acreage. In certain sections 
roads are practically tmpassable and this 
has caused a serious delay in hauling for- 
terlizers for spring planting.

‘Stock Operators 
Clear the Decks 
For the Holidays 


Were Disinclined to En- 
ter Additional Commit- 
ments Thursday — For- 
eign Exchange Situation 
Improving.

New York, April 1—With three 

holidays ahead, stock market op- 
erators were disinclined to enter in- 
to additional commitments today, 


but on the contrary were disposed 
to set their houses in order for ‘e- 
velopments that might occur se- 
fore the reopening of the market 
on Monday morning. A great deal 
can happen in that time, especially 
in the way of political events. 

As the market closes, the out- 
look may be regarded as fairly se- 
rene, but the experience of the past 
years has taught up that the un- 
expected is the only thing that can 
be counted upon with any degree 
of certainty: 

The sensational feature at pres- 
ent was the unprecedented action of 
the stock exchange in declaring 
a moritorium in regard to Stutz 
motor stock, in which a corner de- 
veloped. The stock exchange is a 
law unto itself, but it may be said 
for it that it never takes drastic 
action on any matter that is not 
for the general good. 


Peculiar Situation. 


It is a curious situation that one 
particular operator can hold con- 
tracts for more shares of stock 
than are in existence. Had these 
short sales been distributed among 
several operators, it is possible that 
the market could have worked out 
of its difficulty in due course. It 
probably will result in the stock 
exchange being a little more con- 
servative in listing corporations 
whose stock is not more widely 
distributed than some of those re- 
cently admitted. 

The foreign exehange situation 
seems to be improving along with 
the arrival of additional shipments 
of goods from abroad, while the 
undertone of the stock market it- 
self continues firm. 


Favorable Comment 
On March Clearings 
Total for Atlanta 


Much favorable comment is being 
heard on the splendid showing At- 
lanta is making in bank clearings 
this year, and every indication 
points to the fact that 1920 will see 
the city well over the $4,000,000,000 
mark, a distinction that is enjoyed 
by just about eight American cit- 


es. 

Adding March total clearings of 
$305,540,871.89 to the total of Janu- 
ary and February, $620,538,808.47, it 
is seen that Atlanta’s 1920 clearings 
for the first three months aggregate 
$926,079,680.36 as compared to a 
ape total of $679,162,86.08 for 


This shows an increase so far this 
year of $246,916,814.28, almost a 
quarter of a billion dolars. If clear- 
ings are maintained at the same 
rate for the remainder of the year 
they will total over $3,705,000,000, 
but it is believed that the heavy 
clearings that come in the fall will 
more than make up sufficient to 
send the city over the $4,000,000,000 
mark.

Cookeville, Tenn., April 1.—Break- 
ing down under continued pressure

clubbed him over the head with a 
walking stick belonging to Kirby. 
Kirby admitted that he was present 
when Purimutter was killed and 
that he helped to drag the body 0 
the place of concealment, where it 
was found last Monday. 

Madewell and Robinson had pre- 
viously been released, but were ar- 
rested immediately and charged 
with the murder. Kirby will be 
charged as an accessory. It is un- 
derstood here that Smith has waived 
extradition proceedings in Michi- 
gan, :

NewYork, April 1.—(Special.)— 
Considerable comment has been 
caused in New York among those 
familiar with the pro-German record 
of George Sylvester Vierick, noto- 
rious propagandists, by his list of 
“preferred” presidential possibill- 
ties, among which he included H<«e 
Smith, of Georgia as a candidate on 
the democratic ticket, for vice pres- 
ident. 

Persons interested in presidential 
politics and in the safety of 
this republic immediately began 
to sniff round for the sauer- 
kraut in the soup. Mr. Vie- 
rick, whose case was fully aired 
in the pro-German activities and 
which hampered America’s prosecu- 
tion of the victorious struggle 
against the hun, considered himself, 
it was brought out, a great grand- 
son of Queen Louise of Prussia. 

Proceeding on the theory that 
blood will out, deputies of the Unit- 
ed States government hit the trail 
of Vierick and uncovered a number 
of interesting. facts. The New York 
World was a fearless leader in pub- 
lishing documents which were con- 
sidered damaging to Vierick. 


Evidence of German Plots. 


Letters to and from George Syl- 
vester Vierick, former editor of The 
Fatherland, which, after America 
entered the war, became The New 
World, and letters passing between 
German envoys in this country men- 
tioning him, brought to Nght evi- 
dence of Teutonic plots in the Unit- 
ed States, which gave agenrts of 
the government much valuable in- 
formation concerning the spread of 
German propaganda. 

Direct appeals to Germany for 
aid and indirect politically and so- 
Clally against the allies of the 
United States caused Vierick to be 
accused, but not convicted legally. 
He is an American citizen and as 
such was not subject to confine- 
ment as an enemy. 

In announcing a political cam- 
paign on its first anniversary, The 
Fatherland, in 1915, declared‘ that 
Germany was fighting for her ex- 
istence or she would not have so 


sults.” In the same editorial he 
refegred to the president's sinister 
advisors who were determined to 
precipitate war. Letters published 
by the attorney genera} in 1918, 
and alleged to have been written by 
Vierick referred to the president as 
the “schoolmaster,” and said that 
congress may “rap him on the fin- 
gers.” The letter said that “Bry- 
an, Hearst, we, the twelve senators 
and the thirteen congressmen who 
oppose war, stand for the majority 
of the American people.” 
Issue Is Withdrawn. 
Perhaps the closest Vierick came 


to official action by the United 
States outside the actual writing 
was the withdrawal of an issue of 
his weekly from the mail on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1918. He announced in 
his paper that the action was taken 
after a “conference” wiih postal au- 
thorities, to obviate any unpleasant 
action. The potsoffice declined to 
give details of the matter, saying 
that such cases, arising eyen under 
the espionage act, would be protect- 
ed by the traditional service. 

During an examination of federal 
officers in July, 1918, Vierick ina 
the witness chair admitted that he 
had received $250 a wek from Dr. 
Dumba, the then Austro-Hungarian 
ambassador, who was the first of 
the enemy diplomats to be ordereu 
out of the country.” Now and then,” 
it was said, he received $1,000 from 
Bernstorff. It was also brought 
out that Vierick considered himself 
a great grandson of Queen Louise 
of Prussia. Among the propaganda 
plans advocated by Vierick, accord- 
ing to testimony at the hearing, 
was the purchase by Germany of an 
important daily in thirty large 
American cities. 

Vierick’s Letter. 


The New York World, of August 
17, 1915, published the following 
letter, signed by George Sylvester 
Vierick, and addressed to a Mr. 
Albert, who like Dr. Dernburg, had 
appeared in the United States, in a 
three column display at the top 
of the page: 

“Office of George Sylvester 
Vierick, 1123 Broadway, New York, 
July 1, 1915. 

“Dear Dr. Albert:—I think it Is 
a very good thing for us to have 
neutral publishers like Funk 
Wagnals, to publish books for us 
during the war.

PENERAL WOOD OPENS 
HIS OHIO CAMPAIGN 


Urges National Economy and 
Spreading War Debt Over 
Longer Period. 


Toledo, Ohio, Apirl 1.—Opening 
his Ohio campaign here today before 
a large audience in a theater, Ma- 
jor General Leonard Wood said the 


country must return to a saner 
business basis and again think in 
millions instead of billions. He 
urged national economy, removal 
of taxation restraints on business 
and the spreading of the war debt 
over a longer period to the end that 
taxation not be excessive and ini- 
tiative strangled. 

The fight between General Wood 
and United States Senator Warren 
G. Harding for preferential indorse- 
ment for the republican presiden- 
tial nomination, also the control of 
the Ohio delegation at the Chicago 
convention, promises. to be the hot- 
test wage in any state. They are 
the only republican candidates en- 
tared in the primary, which will 
be held April 27. 

Declaring that the country should 
have an ever-ready and efficient 
navy, but not necessarily the-larg- 
est in the world, General Wood said 
he saw no reason for creating a 
large standing army, but thought 
the question of the country’s future 
military policy could best be left 
for ex-service men to decide. 

General Wood pleaded for more 
attention to agriculture, an end to 
intolerable child labor conditions, 
deportation of red aliens and a 
strong foreign policy.

The men are striking, according 
to union  officials,- to “enforce a 
continued observance of the eight- 
hour day,” which they say is 
threatened by the action of one of 
the railroads in selling parts of its 
tugs and harbor barges to a “so- 
called independent .company, not 
under jurisdiction of railroad regu- 
lations.”’
